HEN the Mind has been perplexed

The Hiftory { am going to {peak of is that of Fo- 
fob in Holy Writ, which is related with fuch Ma- 
pttick Simplicity, that all the Parts of it {trike us 
ith ftrong ‘Touches of Nature and Compal- 
fion, and he muft be a Stranger to both who can 
tad: it with Attention, and not be overwhelmed 
with the Viciffitudes of Joy and Sorrow. J hope it 
will not: be a Prophanation to tell it one’s own Way 
bere, that they who may be unthinking enough 
o'be more frequently Readers of fuch «apers as 
this than of Sacred Writ, may be advertited, that 
the preatelt Pleafures the Imagination can be enter- 
‘nined with are to be found there, and that even the 
Style of the Scriptures is more than Hu:mane.

fold him to Slavery approaching him with Awe 
and Reverence. While--he was looking over his 
Brethren, he takes a Refolution to indulge himfelt 
in the Pleafure of ftirring their and his own Af- 
fections, by keeping himielf concealed, and ex- 
ainining into the Circumitances of their Family. 
For this End, withan Air of Severity, as a watch- 
ful Minitter to Pharaoh, he accufes them as Spics, 
who are come ito Egypt with Defigns againft the
